Washington — Specialists in the 


U. S. Agricultural Research Ad- 
ministration are putting it mildly 
when they say hybrid corn has 
been a spectacular success. If they 
dragged in those Hollywood super- 
latives like a sensational and stu- 
pendous they would be coming 
closer to the truth. 
Let's start with a few statistics. 
From a statement by Robert M. 
Salter, chief of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, Soils and Agriculture En- 
gineering: "During the two 
war 


years, 1942 and 1943, hybrid corn 
increased the national corn harvest 
1,300,000,000 bushels. 


"Even though 1943 was none too 
favorable a year, the crop was 
more than 
3,000,000,000 
bushels, 
second only to 1942 and slightly 
larger than that previous 
record 
crop of 3,071,000,000 
bushels 
in 


1921, But here is the difference- 
in 1943 we grew that slightly larger 
crop on 6,570,000 fewer acres than 
in 1920," said Mr 
Salter. 


He could have said a good deal 


more: that hybrid corn will make 
around 25 bushels more per acre 
than the old varieties; and 
that 


grand-pap and 16-year-old Joe can 
machineshuck 1,000 bushels of hy- 
brid corn a day, while an expert 
handshucker go'ing like a 
robot 
can bring in only 100 bushels. 


He could have said that less than 
a decade ago less than one-half of 
one per cent of the corn grown in 
Illinois .and Iowa was hybrid, but 
that now in the war years, it's 
close to 100 per 
cent in those 
states. 


Even for a city fellow, 
hybrid 
corn isn't hard to recognize in the 
fields. Look over the top of a stand 
and if it's all ragged and straggly, 
it's the kind that has been grown 
around here for 2,000 years or so.

sion on the thick stand of hybrids. 
Hybrid corn comes from 
seed 


grown in fields sufficiently isolated 
to be uncontaininatcd by 
wind- 


blown sperm from old-style stalks. 
There are, of course, many varie- 
ties and it has taken years to de- 
velop some of the best. Hybrid 
seed has to be bought or grown 
anew for every crop. You can't 
just chunk the seed corn cars out 
of the crop harvested the way it 
used to bo done. But the recurrent 
seed cosl pays off. 


One of the bfsl known pioneers 
in hybrid seed growing is now our 
Secretary of Commerce, Henry A. 
Wallace. 'The method itself is only 
about 40 years old, which is a brio! 
time in the span of grain, 
fruit 
and vegetable up-breeding. In the 
Department of Agriculture and the 
48-state cooperating agencies, 
ex- 
periment still is going on. 


The idea now is to try to keep 
pace with the new uses for 
tho 


nation's No. 1 crop. The number of 
important industries entirely 
de- 


pndent on corn or by-products is 
more than 30.

come a national shrine, the navy 
disclosed today. 


i're.siucnt Truman h;is approved 


a proposal from Navy Secretary 
Foi re-sial to preserve the ".liglu- 
ingcst ship of Ihc fleet/' affection- 
ately known to her crew as ' the 
"Big K" and the "Galiopin1 Ghost 
of the Oaliu coaht." 


Details cnnccrning her preserva- 


tion, including where she will be 
berthed, have nnt. been completed. 


At present, the Enterprise i.s in 


Boston wtiero siie will be equipped 
and sent to Kuropc to pick up her 
lirst load of returning war veter- 
ans. Presumably as soon as she 
completes her trans-Atlantic 
taxi 


service she will become a national 
shrine. 


For the past two weeks the En- 


terprise has been on public 
dis- 


play in Now York. A half million 
persons visited her decks,

Prison Record 
Is Expunged 
by Georgia 


Atlanta, Nov. 1 — - (/P) — Georgia 


wiped away today a prison 
sen- 
tence which has hung over 
the 


head of the famous fugitive, 
Rob- 
ert Elliott Burns, for 23 years and 
restored his civil rights. 


The state 
pardon 
and 
parole 
board commuted his sentence to 
the time he had served but de- 
clined to grant a full pardon 
to 
the man whose book, "I Am a 
Fugitive from a 
Georgia 
Chain 
Gang," aroused a storm of protest 
in this slate. 


The board explained to. Burns it 
did not grant a full pardon in any 
case in which the 
prisoner ad- 
mitted his guilt— and 
Burns 
ad- 


mitted a $5 slickup in Atlanta in 


He gave the three members of 
the board a detailed 
account of 
how a hungry and jobless veteran 
after the First World War, he ac- 
companied a flophouse acquaint- 
ance on. the grocery store holdup. 
The short, scholarly and bespect- 
acled Burns, now 
a 
prosperous 
New Jersey businessman, 
told 


his long slorv after Governor El- 
lis Arnall dramatically 
appeared 


before the board and asked com- 
mutation. 


"This is the first time I have 
ever appeared before your board to 
make such a request, and it will 
probably be the last," said Arnall. 
"I may be violating the proper- 
ties, but I am 
convinced 
there 
never has been a fugitive who has 
so completely rehabilitated himself 
as this man." 


A few minutes before the 55-year- 
old Burns, accompanied by John 


Shulllcworib, a detective story ma- 
gazine editor, h^d walked irtto the 
governor's office, 
shaken !>hands 


and posed for photographers. 


Chairman Edward 
B, Everett 
read 'tH£ biSieT! W Bufhst 'the long- 
lime fugitive" wept ,and, shaking 
hands with board members, said: 
"I give you my pledge, that you 
have not made a mistake' in this 
matter."i 


Then Burns was taken to the of- 


fice of Francis Hammack< direc- 
tor of the State Department of cor- 
rections, and papers were formally 
signed, making the one-time Chi- 
cago mazagine editor a free man, 
"It is my great faith in 'you — 
that is the reason I am here/' 
Burns told Arnall ,as he 
shook 


hands with the governor, who was 
waiting in an outer i.alf ice1 to re- 
ceive him.

Arnall said "I'm glad to see you 
corne back to Goorgia." 


Burns asserted his decision'lo re- 
turn stemmed from reading news- 
paper articles .about Arnall's pris- 
on reform program, explaining "I 
thought it was lime for me to come 
back." 


Burns has had a sentence hang- 
ing over his head for 23 years for 
a $5 robbery when he was a fresh- 
ly discharged and destitute soldier 
from World War I. 


Previous Georgia governors have 
refused to ask clemency for the 
fugitive who "made good." 
Arnall — whose 
prison 
reform 


program has wiped out the chain 
gang system depicted 
in Burns' 
book — said he would 
ask 
the 
stale board of pardons and paroles 
to free Burns.

Is Expunged 
by Georgia 


Atlanta, Nov. 1 — - (/P) — Georgia 


wiped away today a prison 
sen- 
tence which haa hung over 
the 


head of the famous fugitive, 
Rob- 
ert Elliott Burns, for 23 years and 
restored his civil rights. 


The state 
pardon 
and parole 


board commuted his sentence to 
the time he had served but de- 
clined to grant a full pardon 
to 
the man whose book, "I Am a 
Fugitive from a 
Georgia 
Chain 


Gang," aroused a storm of protest 
in this slate. 


The board explained to. Burns it 
did not grant a full pardon in any 
case in which the 
prisoner ad- 
mitted his guilt— and 
Burns 
ad- 


mitted a $5 slickup in Atlanta in 


He gave the three members of 
the board a detailed 
account of 
how a hungry and jobless veteran 
after the First World War, he ac- 
companied a flophouse acquaint- 
ance on. the grocery store holdup. 
The short, scholarly and bespect- 
acled Burns, now 
a 
prosperous 
New Jersey businessman, 
told 


his long slorv after Governor El- 
lis Arnall dramatically 
appeared 


before the board and asked com- 
mutation. 


"This is the first time I have 
ever appeared before your board to 
make such a request, and it will 
probably be the last," said Arnall. 
"I may be violating the proper- 


ties, but I am 
convinced 
there 


never has been a fugitive who has 
so completely rehabilitated himself 
as this man." 


A few minutes before the 55-year- 
old Burns, accompanied by John 


Shulllcworib, a detective story ma- 
gazine editor, h^d walked irtto the 
governor's office, 
shaken !>hands 


and posed for photographers. 


Chairman Edward 
B, Everett 


read 'tH£ brldel! W Burns'* 'the long- 
lime fugitive" wept ,and, shaking 
hands with board members, said: 
"I give you my pledge, that you 


have not made a mistake' in this 
matter."i 


Then Burns was taken to the of- 


fice of Francis Hammack< direc- 
tor of the State Department of cor- 
rections, and papers were formally 
signed, making the one-time Chi- 
cago mazagine editor a free man, 
"It is my great faith in 'you — 


that is the reason I am here/' 
Burns told Arnall ,as he 
shook 


hands with the governor, who was 
waiting in an outer i.ctff ice1 to re- 
ceive him.

Arnall said "I'm glad to see you 
corne back to Goorgia." 


Burns asserted his decision'lo re- 
turn stemmed from reading news- 
paper articles .about Arnall's pris- 
on reform program, explaining "I 
thought it was lime for me to come 
back." 


Burns has had a sentence hang- 
ing over his head for 23 years for 
a $5 robbery when he was a fresh- 
ly discharged and destitute soldier 
from World War I. 


Previous Georgia governors have 
refused to ask clemency for the 
fugitive who "made good." 
Arnall — whose

program has wiped out the chain 
gang system depicted 
in Burns' 


book — said he would 
ask 
the 
stale board of pardons and paroles 
to free Burns.

"I make no cfforl to fix

Asserting he was anxious to re- 
move all wartime controls as fast

ment direclive ,1o either labor or 
industry — that is your job." 
The president said the country is 
worried and "has a right to be" 
about industrial relations.
